All the posts were broken as soon as 
the ropes were tied to them, and it was 
found necessary to puta dozen or so more 
mooring posta in before she could be moored, 
These posta took some time to be fixed and 
it was not antil.6.20 a.m. ‘today that she 
was made fast and ships were able to pass.

Bartan Pacha has been for four years 
president of the community and it is not con- 
sidered that he has filled the duties of his 
post to the general satisfaction.
